There is a resistor in the BC-223, BC-223-A and BC-223-AX that is switche= 
d 

in when the mode switch is set to C.W. However, its proper operation 
depends on the adjustable 2-ohm resistor located in the PE-55 (or 
PE-125/135) being between it and the 12-14 (or 24-28) volt primary supply= 


Also, like virtually every transmitter from the WW-II period, the carbon 
mic supply (and relay supply if the set has relays) is taken from the 
primary supply, so you can't run AC for the LV supply unless the set has = 
no 

relays and you don't intend to operate AM (or you plan to butcher the set= 


to get around this). 


Personally, I would run it with the original dynamotor or vibrator supply.=

John, 


A few thoughts for your filament voltage problem. If there was some way to 
supply about 75 volts to the primary of your 12 volt transformer, the "12 
volt" secondary voltage would then be 7.5 volts regardless of the filament 
current. You could do it with a Variac, of course. If you could find a 
transformer with a 45 volt secondary and could connect that voltage to buck 
the 120 ac, the result would be 75 volts for your primary. 


Another thought would simply be to put two resistors in series with either 
the primary or the secondary as you are now, one for CW and the other for 
Phone, and switch in the correct one for the mode you want to operate. 


Another real possibility is to rewind the secondary on your filament 
transformer. I've actually done this before on a transformer that I was 
using for the power supply on a sand-state PA amplifier, and it is not hard. 
Usually the filament winding is on the outside, and the primary is on the 
inside. So you can work on the secondary without harming the primary. If 
you completely unwind the secondary and count the turns as you go, you will 
know how many "turns per volt" the transformer is designed for. Then just 
rewind the secondary with the appropriate number of turns to get the voltage 
you want. Or you could just measure the voltage with the full secondary, 
take off a small number of turns and measure the voltage again to get the 
"turns per volt" ratio. Then subtract the appropriate number of turns for 
the voltage you want. That's probably the best idea I've come up with.

Speaking of the BC223. Has anyone ever made a AC supply for one of 
these rigs? I started one, built into the abandoned case from a 
bc-906 freq. meter. Project was comming alone well till I got to 

the filaments. The manual for the scr-245 calls for 8.3 volts at the 
power supply for the filaments (801's in par, three 46's in series). 
I thought this to be a bit high, so I set my tap on my resistor in 


12 volts in my supply. I set it for 7.5 while the rig was in the AM 
mode, as the manual says to do. All was good until I switched over 
to CW. In that mode, the audio tubes (the 3 46's) have their 
filaments shut off. So a thrid of the load is removed, and the 
filament voltage jumped up to 9 volts. This can't be good for the 
801's. Any ideas. I could put in a SS series regulator, but I have 
had bad luck in the past with these shorting through and hitting 
the filaments of a rig with full voltage. Can I put some kind of 
dropping in the primary of the 12 volt transformer to keep the 
voltage down around 7.5 volts ?

Anchorites, 


Acquired a Panoramic Radio Products Panalyzer SB-8b, Type T-200. All 
tubes. Alas, it did not come with the separate power supply. Input 
center frequency .5/32 Mc. (Assuming either/or.) Property tag shows 
one-time owner was Goddard Space Flight Center. The 35 Mcs input and 
switch are on the back panel. Mil style large circular power connector 
on the back has lots of pins. CRT face cover is labeled 100Kcs + and - 
on horizontal and DB on the vertical axis, standard panadaptor 
markings. Rack mount unit. 


Anyone have a schematic on this or its missing power supply? Or just 
the voltages required to the multi-pin power connector? I assume B+, 
6.3 VAC for most tubes, separate fil supply with high volt bias for the 
CRT, leads to AC on-off switch, etc. Has a couple of VR tubes, a 
selenium stack (few plates, probably low voltage) and a filter cap on 
board that should help with determining probable voltages but I'd 
rather not reinvent the wheel. 


Since we are using painters for our descriptions today, I prefer a 
schematic (or 1920's radio wiring) in Piet Mondriaan style ;-)

I was commenting in a private e-mail about the failure of quality caused by 
loss of control in production. Maintaining uniformity of assembly 
operations ensures that the product doesn't get redesigned by assemblers. 
Your example is just what I was talking about. It's not about whether a 
wire is wrapped and crimped about a terminal, it's about all terminations 
being done the same way. It doesn't do much to have a great design if it's 
foiled in production. Nowadays automation takes care of most of that. 

It's up to engineering to determine how a connection is to be made, not 
some self appointed expert on the production line who claims superior 
knowledg of workmanship standards. There's an old joke I learned working 
in aerospace: Follow MIL-T-FP41 (Make It Like The F------ Print 4 Once).

Hi Bob; 


Use an acid brush (or pig bristle artist's brush) with its bristles trimmed 
to about 1/4 inch to work the decal off from the edge as hot soapy water 
takes effect. Go easy so the decal just curls up and away, not coming off 
in pieces. Don't scrub the paint finish vigorously to remove the remaing 
stickum as you will leave a burnished spot in the paint.
